On behalf of Taminco, Inc., I am submitting a revised label for Flowsan Seed Treatment (EPA Reg. No.
45728-28) per the Agency letter of October 2, 2012. Label changes were required following review of an
acute inhalation study that was submitted in April, 2008. The required label changes were previously
made in a label that was submitted to the Agency in November 2008 in response to the Agency comments
with the Reregistration Notice dated September 15, 2008. The changes required in the letter of October 2,
2012 were already reflected in this November 2008 label. The enclosed label is the same as the November
